jo u rn e d until Monday it cannot be 
signed before that date.

therefore 
directed Consul General Laie at Havana 
to draw for im m ediate purchase of sup­ 
plies and nu dicines for the relief of , 
American citizens and transportation 
of such as are w ithout means and de­ 
sire to return to the United States not 
to e reed $10,000. 
He was also in­ 
structed to furnish United States con­ 
suls iii Cuba at his discretion funds for j 
this purpose.

fam ated Association of Iron and Steel 
Workers. 
W hile considerable pressure 
was brought to bear to induce the dele­ 
gates to provide for att advance, espec- 
ially on hoop aud cotton tie mills, the

•am e provisions as existed inst year. 
The convention is now on the sheet 
scale, aud there are some grave prob­ 
lems to solve before the iiu'ongruities 
alleged by tin* sheet m anufacturers to 
exist between the sheet and tin plate 
lists are eliminated. 
I lie scale ot the 
Amalgamated association bist year j>er* 
m itten the tin plato m anufacturers to 
roll black plate for tinning up to a size 
of 11 square feet at a much lower cost 
than w a' charged for rolling black 
plato for tho general markets, provided 
the black plate which was rolled for 
tinning purposes at this reduced otwt 
was not sold in the general markets. 
This 
scale 
has operated seriously 
against the small sheet mills The busi­ 
ness of these plants has been practi­ 
cally absorbed by the black plate mills 
of the tin plants, aud the sheet m anu­ 
facturers say their former 
busi ness 
{ w ith the tin mills has not only drifted 
away, but Co ir general business in the 
open mark eta has also been curtailed by 
tho* tinplate 
m anufacturers surrep- 
j tiousiy soiling black plato in the gen* 
oral markets. 
The difference in the 
coat of production under the t wo con­ 
ditions mino d will am ount to several 
dollars per ton. 
The convention will

Home of th« « sm aller birds would fly 
around very clrjs« * to th« * bush or even 
fly under it, and I imagine some of the 
bigg« *r birds saying to some of these 
venturesom« « little fellows, ‘Here, you 
brown thrasher, you, why don’t you get 
under him there and push on his wing?* 
But the brown thri« rf« her w’ould only go 
about so close. 
He wasn’t g« » ing to g« *t 
caught. 
What the birds wonhl have 
done finally I don’t know. I think th« *y 
would have heli« « « ! the catbird in .« ome 
way, but I und« *rt(Kik to help it myself. 
“ Of course I couldn’t go right up to 
it, for th at would have frighteut;d it, 
and may b; made it hurt itself « •veii 
w<» rse. 1 had w ith me a sawed off broom 
stick that I curricfl for a w alking stick, 
and I nudert« M)k to free the catbird 
w ith that. I thrust the stick through the 
brier bush, all the other 40 birds look­ 
ing on, and brought the eii« l of it gen­ 
tly Hguiiist the «‘utinrd’s wing and push­ 
ed the wing off the thorn. But in start­ 
ing away the catbird got the wing 
caught again on another thorn. 
T hat 
was bad, and I stood off a m inute de­ 
liberating atout w hat to do next, the 
whole fliick of bird.s still fluttoring 
round and the imprisoned catbird now 
pretty nearly exhausNsi. 
It was a tim e 
to drop all ceremony, 
and I simply 
walk« « « ! up to th« « bush and took the cat­ 
bird off tlie thorn w ith my hands. 
“ Just b« -yoin! the brier bushes there 
was a siiuKith grassy « jKit in tlie wfwxls 
and I laid tlie catbird down there, the 
whole lot of birds that had b« *«ui h« >ver- 
ing akwmt th« « brier 
bush 
following 
along, more or less m ar, and hanging 
around th« >r« « . 
JT« tty s<k)Ii the catbird 
got up and flew to a little tr« *e ii« *arby. 
It w asn’t strong, tnit it could fly au« l its 
wings wer« * ail right. 
When it Hew iij) 
into tlie tr« '« ‘, all the other birds flew 
aw'ay.

“ Of course I couldn’t go right up to 
it, for that would have frightened it, 
and may be made it hurt itself even 
worsen I bud w ith me a sawed off broom 
stick that I carried for a w alking stick, I 
and I undertook to free the catbird | 
w ith that. I thrust the stick through the 
brier bush, all the other 40 birds look­ 
ing on, and brought the end of it gen­ 
tly against the catb ird ’s wing and push- | 
cd the wing off the thorn. But in sta rt­ 
ing away the catbird got the wing 
caught again on another thorn. 
T hat 
was bad, and I stood off a m inute de­ 
liberating about w hat to do next, the 
whole flock of birds still fluttering 
round and the imprisoned catbird now 
pretty nearly exhausted. 
It was a tim e 
to drop all ceremony, 
and I simply 
walked up to tho bush and took the cat­ 
bird off the thorn w ith my bunds.

On another occasion Scott was less 
successful in his defense of a house­ 
breaker, but the culprit, grateful for 
his counsel’s exertions, gave him, in 
lieu of the orthodox fee, which he was 
unable to pay, this piece of advice, to 
the value of which he (the housebreak­ 
er) oould professionally attest: 
First, 
never to have a large watchdog out of 
doors, but to keep a little yelping ter­ 
rier within, and, secondly, to put no 
trust in nice, clever, gimcrack locks, 
but to pin his faith to a huge old heavy 
one with a rusty key. 
Scott long re­ 
membered this incident, and 80 years 
later, at a judges’ dinner at Jedburg, 
he recalled it in this impromptu rhyme: 
Yelping terrier, rusty key, 
Was Walter Scott’s beet J odder t fee.

And it is « -vident enoug h tliut 
such must have be« ;ii the result of the 
cataclysm.

Traditions of th© mammoth ar© so 
g eneral and so vig orous in the extr« *m© 
north of AiiHTica that savants of r« pn-

reputation to hazard g o very much fur­ 
ther. 
Very small details are pr« 'S« *rved 
by the popular memory sometimes. 
When the wizard Karl of Foulis was 
carried off to be boiled alive as the only 
means of killing him, tradition report­ 
ed that he threw away the key of his 
treasure chamber. 
It could never be 
found. 
But k'ss than 60 years ag o 
schoolboys playing in the haunt« « d ruins 
unearthed a g nat key which mig iit 
very well liave been tossed throug h the 
airhole of a dung eon 
opening —the 
point is sig nificant—beside the road 
along which the wicked earl was hur­ 
ried. Many cases mig ht be cited where 
even antiq ue stories of buried treasure 
have been proved true. A notable one 
Is told by the worthy Dr. Plot in hit 
bistory of He refordshire. Brausel castle 
bad a specially fine tale of this sort, 
alleg ing that a king ’s crown was sunk 
in the moat. In 1650 a cottag er named 
Taller, planting a hedg e along th© moat 


I to protect his children, found a crown 
I act With diamonds. He sold it to a jew- 
I ek r at Gloucester for £ 87. The jeweler 
transk rred it to a Lombard street g old­ 
smith at a g reat profit, and he sold the 
diamonds alone for £ 1,600.—London 
Standard.

Therefore the longer a man sleeps the

Then* was once an energetic and 
Ftreng minded missionary iii the south 
Seas, who took a great deal of interest 
in tin* folklore of the island Whorl he 
dwelt.

The islanders hail told 
him that once ujkiii a time long ago a 
certain famous chieftain used to sit on 
a stone bench beneath a vreo winch 
grew close to the mission house. 
That 
bench bad disappeared, no one knew 
when or how, but in the day* of lien 
thendom they used to place offerings to 
the sp rit of the chi chief near the spot 
w here it had stood. When the mission 
aiy sallied out on the morning after the 
storm, the first object he noticed was 
tin* tm* overthrown—and in the midst 
of its upturned roots hung a stone 
bouch. 
The rover« lid 
gentleman—Whiting 
was iiis name, if we renumber right— 
stood in a maze. The legend was true, 
then. 
Examination proved beyond a 
doubt that the liench bad rested against 
the bole of tho tree in some distant age, 
for there was no trace of an incision. 
The wood had grown smoothly round 
and over it. So far as he could roughly 
compute, four centuries 
must 
have 
pa* sod since it stood outside the trunk. 
For that time the islanders had pre­ 
served the memory of a circumstance so 
trifling, for to question that this was 
the bench they assigned to their mythic 
hero would have been silly. 
And then 
the goud man mourned his haste. 
He 
had destroyed the patient labor of years 
because be would not credit the ac­ 
counts of grave events given in all se­ 
riousness by members of his flock, and 
it proved that they were trustworthy 
even on such a detail us the personal 
habits of a man who died 400 years ago. 
The story is one to lie borne in mind 
by all students of folklore and of that 
early stage iii human annals which is 
ban d upon tradition. 
Blit it does tint 
follow that Mr. Whiting Inn! good canso 
to lament hi* burned manuscripts if ho 
valued tin in only for the records of 
events they might contain. That there 
are particles of fact iii th** must gro­ 
tesque of these legends, which profess to 
btl historic, we find more and more rea­ 
son to believe as our knowledge widens, 
hut it is rarely possible to sift them 
from tho mass of poetic nonsense. Sav­ 
ages everywhere keep the memory of 
staining incidents which occurred, as 
we learn by internal cadence, an in­ 
definite number of ag< s ago. 
Geologists recognize that the Black 
sea was Once a luke, aa uh no outlet to­ 
ward the Mediterranean. 
They incline 
to think cr believe that it escaped 
through the Bosporus and the Darda­ 
nelles shortly after the glacial period. 
Blit Diodorus Bionics mc litmus ii tradi­ 
tion of the Bumotbraciaus exactly agree­ 
ing with this account, which learned 
men of the day have framed upon the 
teaching of science. Did the Hamothra- 
cians exist in the glacial period? They 
say that when the Black sea broke its 
barriers at last all their country was 
drowned—that avos the Samotliraeian 
flood. 
And it is evident enough that 
such must have beta the result of the 
cataclysm. 
There is a passage in Pin­ 
dar also which some commentators in­ 
terpret as an allusion to the same pro­ 
digious event. 
Traditions of the mammoth are so 
general and so vigorous in the extreme 
north of America that savants of repu­ 
tation are not unwilling to admit the 
possibility that it survived 200 years 
ago, and others who have no scientific 
reputation to hazard go very much fur­ 
ther. 
W ry small details are preserved 
by the popular memory sometimes. 
When the wizard Earl of Foulis was 
carried off to be boiled alive as the only 
means of killing him, tradition report­ 
ed that he threw away the k ey of his 
treasure chamber. 
It could never be 
found. 
But less than 60 yearn ago 
schoolboys playing in tho haunted ruins 
unearthed a great key which might 
very well have been togaed through the I 
airhole of a dungeon 
opening—the 
point is significant—beside the road 
along which the wicked earl was hur­ 
ried. Many cases might be cited where 
even antique stories of buried treasure j 
havo been proved true.

than a check to his flow of ideas, and 
to realize that nothing short of a gen­ 
eral attack along the whole line could 
divert his thoughts from the subject 
upon which bis mind was com^ntrated. 
In writing his style was vigorous and 
pTse, with little of ornament.
